Terrific Explosion in the Vulcan 


Mine at Newcastle, Colo, 


NEWCASTLE. Colo., TiYn 19.—With a re- 


port that sh' nk Elk mo'.mtaia to its base 
the Vuloau ):ii;;o we:it up in smoke yester- 
day, and at least three score were sacri- 
ficed. All t)"j mou were at work, and a 
full head of energy was visible in the 
vicinity of this mine. Not a sound of 
warning wa* uinitie-l from tho depths of 
the earth where about suxty nn;n were em- 
ployed in tboir dangerous ca-iling, though 
the numlvr <if victims cannot just now be 
frccuratcly stated. 


No warning was given the peaceful vil- 


lagers tin til a surlden report as from a 


I hundred cannon resounded throughout the 


i valley. A throng of people was aoon at the 


I scene of disa-.to:1, a distance of nearly two 


miles from Newcastle. 
A glance was 


enough to dissipate any hope for the lives 
of the ento;nbed men. The force of the 
explosion had caused a cave in, and the 
tunnel tind air courses were filled with tho 
fallen rock, earth and timbers. Both fan 
houses were wrecked, and tho slope and 
vicinity were so full of debris and the gas 
>vas so bad that it was hard and danger- 
ous work to begin ths rescue. 


Nevertheless willing hands were soon at 


work aud five men went down as far as 
possible to ascertain the condition of tho 
elope, and found it such that it will re- 
quire much work to regain the laborers. 
The gas was so bad that after the party 
had gotten 200 feet they were compelled to 
recede. Tho Consolidated mine shut down 
immediately 0:1 hearing of th.3 disaster, 
and sent their entire fo-ce of 150 men to 
help the unfortunate ones. 


The construction of a temporary fan 


house was commenced' at once, and tho 
work of pumping fresh air ini o tlie mine 
soon begun. It is hardly possible that any 
of the miners are still alive, but the start- 
ing of the fa'i i was made as soon as pos- 
sible in the hope that if any survived they 
may be kept alive till help reaches them. 


The only man who got out of the mines 


at the time of the explosion was Edward 
Welch, who was near the mouth of - ihe 
tunnel aad was blown out, his skull frac- 
tured, arm broken, face badly cut and 
burned and all the hair burned from his 
head. He vra-. breathing when found, but 
expired shortly after without showing 
consciousness. Two young miners, Tom 
Connelly and James Petrie, met with nar- 
row escapes. Their eyes becoming sore, 
they qtiit work in tiie mines, and had just 
emerged froiii ths tunnel when the explo- 
sion occurred. 


There are two shafts in addition to the 


one in which the explosion took place. 
In the upper of these two the rescuers are 
in about 300 feet, and it is thought air can 
be forced into some of the rooms, but none 
of those in the mine have come out, and 
it is feared that this is conclusive evidence 
th<it all are dead.

Wuhin twenty min- 
utes after the lire started there were three 
dead women laid upon the floor of an ad- 
joining store and fifteen burned and 
maimed girls and women taken to the 
hospital or to their homes. 


It was ju t thirty minutes before clos- 


ing hour in St^tthcimers & Co.'s shirt 
waist factory, on River street, an-i the 330 
girls and womon wero working rapidly to 
finish up. In the cutting room on the 
fifth floor the 150 girl-s were closing up 
their day's alignments and profiling to 
leave when th-' whistle blew. 


Lilly Kro!g?r, who was working near a 


machine, called to a small boy :o light 
the gas over her work. The boy struck a 
match and threw the burning stub to'tho 
floor. It struck a pile of oily rags, and in 
an instant tha girl was enveloped in 
flamo-s. With her clothes and hair burn- 
ing sne rushed to the window, and in an 
instant the room became a struggling, 
shrieking mass of humanity, filling the 
windows, the fire escapes and tho only 
Stairway. 


With rare presence of mind Policeman 


Farrell, who was on the street, seeing that 
in tho panic a number were liable to jump, 
let down the awning over the entrance. 
Barely was it down when two or three 
forms came flying down from the fifth 
and sistn stories, and bouncing from tho 
awning fell to the sidewalk. Lillie Kreiger, 
over whose machine the fire started, was 
one of these. She struck the awning, fell 
on her back and bonnced to her hands and 
knees on ths walk. She got up aud stag- 
gered about until people helped her to her 
feet again. 


By this time nearly every window had a 


female foi-m dangling from it, aud when 
the firemen arrived thera was a hustle to 
get the ladders up. At the center win- 
dow on the sixth floor a woman hanging 
by her hands was forced outs by the flames 
licking her face. "With a last shriek she 
let go and came tumbling over and over 
until she struck the pavement. When 
picked up it was found that she was Airs.

Terrific Explosion in the Vulcan 
Mine at Newcastle, Colo, 


Newcastle, Colo., Feb 19.—W ith a re­ 
port that shook Elk mountain to its base 
the Vulcan mine wont up in smoko yester­ 
day, and at loasb three sooro were sacri­ 
ficed. All the inou were ab work, and a 
full head of energy was visible in tho 
vicinity of this mine. Nob a sound of 
warning was emitted from tho depths of 
the earth where about sixty men were em­ 
ployed in their clangorous calling, though 
the number of victims cannot just now be 
accurately stated. 


No warning was pi von the peaceful vil­ 
lagers until a sudden report as from a 
hundred cannon resounded throughout tho 
valley. A throng of peoplo was soon at the 
scone of d is as tor, a distauoe of noarly two 
miles from Newcastle. 
A glance was 
enough to dissipate any hope for the lives 
of the entombed men. The force of tho 
explosion had caused a cave in, and the 
tunnel and air courses wero filled with tho 
fallen rock, earth and timbers. Both fan 
houses wero wrecked, and tho slope and 
vicinity were so full of debris and tho gas 
was so bad that it was hard and danger­ 
ous work bo begin the rescue. 


Nevertheless willing hands were soon at 
work and five men wont down a3 far as 
possible to ascertain the conditiou of tho 
elope, and found it such that it will re­ 
quire much work to regain tho laborers. 
The gas was so bad that after the party 
had gotten ¿00 feet they were compelled to 
recedo. Tho Consolidated mine shut down 
immediately on hearing of tho disaster, 
and sent their entire force of 150 men to 
help tho unfortunato ones. 


Tho construction of a temporary fan 
house was commenced* ab once, and tho 
work of pumping fresh air into the mine 
goon begun. It is hardly possible that any 
of the miners are still alive, but tho start­ 
ing of the fans was made as soon as pos­ 
sible in the hope that if any survived they 
may bo kept alive till help reaches them. 


Tho only man who got out of the mines 
at the time of the explosion was Edward 
Welch, who was near tho mouth of tho 
tunnol and was blown out, his skull frac­ 
tured, arm broken, face badly cub and 
burned and all the hair burned from his 
head. Ho wa-s breathing when found, but 
expired shortly after without showing 
consciousness. Two young miners, Tom 
Connelly and James Petrie, met with nar­ 
row escapes. Their eyes becoming sore, 
they quit work in the mines, and had just 
emerged from the tunnol when the explo­ 
sion occurred.

Following them came a mass of smoko, 
with Hashes of hot Ilame in lurid streaks. 
Then the mass of frenzied humanity, find­ 
ing the osyrejs too small for instant escape, 
began climbing over the sides of the es­ 
capes, aud bundles of clothing filled with 
writhing humanity dropped at tho feet of 
horrilied passers by. Wiihln twenty min­ 
utes after the fire started thero wero three 
dead women laid upon the floor of an ad­ 
joining store and fifteen burned and 
maimed girls and women taken to the 
hospital or to their homes.

Nagova City, designed It. The strue 
ture was commenced In 1878, aud was 
completed this year. The cost has been 
jstimuted at $17,000,000. It would have 
greatly exceeded this amount had nol 
numbers of Buddhists worked without 
any recompense. 


As the structure neared completion 


the committee having the work 
In 


charge was much perplexed as to fire 
insurance. They found that no com- 
pany would assume the risk on such a 
valuable wooden structure, the danger 
of destruction by fire being very great, 
and thus tho premiums would amount 
to an enormous sum of money. At last 
the committee decided on a design de- 
vised by Dr. Tanabe. 
Numbers of 


powerful foundations were construct- 
ed, both exterior and interior, which 
can be made to play on all parts of the 
structure at the same time. 


Usually only one great ornamental 


fountain is playing, rising to the great 
hight of 157 feet. This is probably tha 
largest artificial fountain in existence, 
emitting 82,080 gallons per hour. In 
case of fire all the water pressure is di- 
rected through the numbers of exterior 
and interior fountains, thus every part 
of the structure, both inside and out, 
could soon be drenched, and any con- 
flagration soon extinguished.

This is saving feed, and feeders as well 
as dairymen are finding it out. 'Do 
not be afraid of wearing out a cow by 
giving her enough to eat. Keep her 
at her best all the time.

PQUIjTKT FOODS. 


Milk ig one of the best foods that 


can be given to fowls. In one sense 
it is the very best, as it is a complete 
food; bat its great bulk is against it, 
for it would be impossible for poultry 
to drink enough milk alone to satisfy 
their appetite. It must, therefore, be 
used m connection with other food. 
While sweet whole milk is to be pre- 
ferred, sour and skimmed milk are 
also valuable. 
The objection to milk 


as a substitue for meat is its undue 
proportion of water. Jt is calculated 
that it will require seven pounds of 
pkimmed milk to equal one pound of 
lean meat for flesh forming qualities. 


Some -joultry raisers never feed 


meat, claiming that its use is unnatural 
and unnecessary. 
They overlook the 


'act that it is but a substitute for the 
.nseets from which the poultry are de- 
aarred by confinement.

Perlorateii Sails. 


An Italian sea captain. Gio Gatta 


vassallo, of Genoa, has made a very 
interesting innovation in the use of 
sails of ordinary sailing vessels. He 
claims that the force of wind cannot 
fully take effect in a sail, since the air 
in front of it cannot properlv circu- 
late in the inflated part, and remains 
stationary immediately in front of 
part of the sail proper. 
He avoids 


this stagnation of air, as he calls it^ 
by the application of a number of 
small holes in that part of the pail 
where the depression is deepest when 
it is rilled; these holes are reinforced 
like a buttonhole so that they will 
not tear out. 


Trials made in various weather have 


resulted as follows: With a light wind 
a boat with ordinary sails made foui 
knots, while the newsail increased the 
speed to five and a quarter knots. In 
a fresh breeze the respective speeds 
were seven and eight and three-quar- 
ter knots, and in a strong wind thev 
were eight and ten knots per hour. It 
stands to reason that the doin~ awaj 
with a layer of air, which cannot e 
cape past the sides of a sail, must in 
crease the efficiency of the sailboa 
Where the wind formerly struck 
cushion of air, which acred like 
spring mattress, decreasing the ac 
tual pressure of the wind against th 
canvas, this current of air now strike 
the sail direct, and, of course, has 
greater efficiency.

No warninj^ was given the peaceful vll- 
iaKors until a sudden reiDort as from a 
liundrod cannon resounded throughout the 
valley. A thvonpf of people was soon at the 
Bceno of (Usi'itnr, a distaueo of nearly two 
miles from Newcastle, 
A glance was 
enou;?h to dlsslpatie any hope for the lives 
of the entombed n\on. Tho force of tho 
explosion had caused a cave in, and the 
tunnel and air courses were Ìllled with tho 
fallen rock, earth and timbers. 
Both fan 
houses wore wrecked, and tho slope and 
vicinity were so full of debris and tho gas 
was so had tliat it was liard aud danger- 
ous work to begin the roicue. 


NoverthMesa willing hands were soon at 
work and five men wont down as far as 
possible to ascertain the condition of tho 
elope, and found it such that it will re- 
quire much work to ivgain tho laborers. 
The gas was so bad that after the party 
had gotton ^00 feet they were compellod to 
recedo. Tho Couaolidated mine shutdown 
immediately oa hearing of tho disaster, 
and nonb their cntlro forco of 150 men to 
help tho unfortunate ones. 


Tho construction of a temporary fan 
house was commenced' at once, and the 
work of pumjiinij fresh air into the mine 
soon begun. It is hardly possible that any 
of the miners are etili alive, bub tho start- 
ing of tho fan^i was made as soon as pos- 
Bible in the ht)pe that If any survived they 
may bo kept ¿ilive till help reaches them. 


Tho only man who got out of the mines 
at the time of the exijlosion was Kdward 
Welch, who was near the mouth of tho 
tunnel aisd was blown out, his skull frac- 
tured, arm broken, face badly cub and 
bui'ned and all tho hair burned from his 
head. Ho was breathing when found, bub 
expired shortly after without showing 
consciousness. 
Two young miners, Tom 
Connolly and James Potrie, met with nar- 
row escapes. Tlieir eyes becoming sore, 
they quit work in the mines, and had just 
emerged from the tunnel when the explo- 
sion occurred. 


Thei'e are two shafts in addition to the 
one in which the explosion took placo. 
In the upper of theao two the rescuers aro 
in about 'òUO feet, and it is thought air can 
bo forced into some of the rooms, but none 
of those in the mino have come out, and 
it is feared that this is conclusive ovidenco 
thfit all are dead.
